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TH E TRANS-MISSISSIPPI CONGRESS 


Out in Kansas City there are some dozen representatives of the trusts 
and railroads who are struggling to dominate a congress of busine? ; in­ 
terests, large and small, and from th 2 proceedings of the conventior yes­ 
terday, it is indicated that their efforts are at least being felt. 
One Riggins of Beaumont, Tex., where Standard Oil is a dom nant 
power, upbraided the reformers of the convention and made a frantic de­ 
fense of the trusts. He wanted the rate bill modified because, he said, it 
curbed railroad extension. 
This, of course, is taken by people who have 
heard the same thing from other quarters, as a threat, and it will un­ 
doubtedly be treated as such when the short session of congress convenes 
next month. 
And then the resolutions committee, undoubtedly dominated by rail­ 
road delegates, voted down two resolutions offered by W. J. Bryan en­ 
dorsing the international peace movement, and expressing opposition to 
the trusts. 
The convention later voted for the Bryan resolutions over the refusal 
of the committee to endorse them, and the afternoon session as a whole 
was a victory for the Nebraskan and the people. 
Nevertheless the trust influence was strongly felt, and what will be 
accomplished by its representatives before the conclusion of the conven­ 
tion remains in question. 


A YEAR’S ACCOMPLISHMENT 


It was only about a year ago that the Standard Oil company, and the 
insurance giants were sneering at Thomas Lawson and Ida Tarbell. 
They did not even deign to reply to charges of 
these 
individuals 
made in magazine articles and sent broadcast throughout the country. 
Thomas Lawson is getting even for a trick the “interests” played 
on him. 
How much wouldn’t the “interests” give to rescind that trick. 
And what wouldn’t old bald-headed and pious John Rockefeller give 
if the Standard had never given Ida Tarbell employment. 
Ida Tarbell was taken, one day, as a joke. 
The government has finally attacked the very citadel of the Stand­ 
ard Oil company. 
The attorney general, by his suit instituted in the federal court at 
St. 
Louis, charges the rebate-fostering, competition-crushing outlaw with 
conspiracy in restraint of trade. 
Every essential charge made by Miss Tarbell in her expose is re­ 
peated and put into the form of legal allegation. 
Miss Tarbell told of the illegal crushing and unfair manipulation of 
the price of oils. 
She told of the organization cf bogus independent companies made 
in order to drive out the real independent companies. 
She told of the division of the country into districts, each division 
carrying out the general trade plot. 
She told of the secret agreement with the railroads by which the 
Standard product was carried at from one half to one-sixth the rate paid 
by competitors. 
She told how the pipe lines, chartered as common 
carriers, were 
monopolized by the Standard. 
She told how the railroad companies were controlled and dominated 
by the purchase of stock and the election of Standard directors. 
All these things were carefully deduced from the records by Miss Tar­ 
bell and made common knowledge.

ed to injured employes, leading rail­ 
roads of the United Stales will unite 
in an effort to overthrow in the courts 
on the ground of unconstitutionality, 
a law passed by the last congress 
entitled, “ an act relating to liability 
to common carriers engaged in com ­ 
merce between the states and terri­ 
tories and foreign nations, to their 
em ployes,” but com m only called the 
“ em ployers’ liability act,” 
although 


confined to the railroads. 
A s a result of several conferences 
between attorneys of eastern and west­ 
ern railroads, an agreem ent has been 
reached to carry to the United States 
supreme court the first case brought 
by an injured em ploye of some road 
which 
involves 
the 
disputed 
points 
in the new law. 
T h e plan of the railroad lawyers has 
been made known to the government 
and the attorney general 
has 
an­ 
nounced that he intends to ask leave 
to intervene iii the first case brought 
under the law to support the consti­ 
tutionality validity and interpretation 


of the act. 
T h e railroads declare that the act 
is unconstitutional on the single prop­ 
osition that congress has undertaken 
therein to invade the rights of the 
states.

sition that there 
but one idea in 
the mind of c o n g r e e , namely, that 
as to comm erce there shall be no 
states. 
Debates in congress on this 
act also show conclusively that such 
was the object sought to be aeconv 
plished. 
Y et the judicial department 
has been declaring for 
a 
hundred 
years that the power to regulate com ­ 
merce w holly within a state was a 
power which the states never surrend­ 
ered to the federal government, and 
as congress well knew, much of the 
commerce of common carriers is car­ 
ried on wholly within the individual 
states.”
